.Carrier Available on the World Wide Web

Although it’s taken much longer than I expected, the Carrier is finally available as an 
electronic version on the World Wide Web. 

After much thought and consideration, I’ve adopted Adobe's Acrobat format for the Web 
version of the Carrier. Acrobat has many advantages over other formats. The Acrobat Reader 
is available free for most personal computer systems including Windows, Macintosh, MSDOS, 
and UNIX. And most importantly, Acrobat maintains all of the Carrier’s formatting and 
layout. The Carrier viewed by Acrobat Reader will look almost identical to the printed version. 
Acrobat Reader even lets you print your own copy of the Carrier almost indistinguishable from 
the copy you get in the mail. 

The Carrier is available through links in the MDARC Web page athttp://www.mdarc.org, 
or on my Web site at http://www.ccnet.com/~nj6a. You need to download the entire 
Acrobat file to view the Carrier. Currently, this takes almost 5 minutes at 14.4Kb. In future 
editions, I'll probably down sample the graphics images to decrease the file size. 

I plan to make the Carrier available on the Web the day I deliver the hardcopy version to

RRRG Asks For $5,000 Grant To Restore Antennas

Ina move to assure the “repeater backbone” of the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club is 
“among the best in the state,” MDARC’s Board of Directors has voted to grant $5,000 to the 
Rocky Ridge Repeater Group. The funds will be used for capital improvements to the re- 
peater system antennas.

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The grant is to be submitted to the MDARC membership for ratification at the 
June meeting. , 

The action came following lengthy discussion at the May 20 Board.of Directors 
meeting. The vote was unanimous among the officers and directors present follow- 
ing lengthy discussion. Those present were Larry Gansz, Bruce Crosky, Paul Dickey 
and Greg Estep. Absent, but indicating they would approve the grant according to 
Gansz, were Sam Lipson and Ray Gasch. 

dim Tittle, KC6SOE, chair of the RRRG told the Board the money will free up 
funds for day to day operations and make up a shortfall needed to replace the 
antenna system on top of Mt. Diablo. 

Tittle told the Board that the entire antenna system for the 2 meter, 220 and 440 
as well as ATV was destroyed when the Diablo Communications tower collapsed . 


_ during hurricane force winds on December 12, 1995. Replacement costs are esti- 


mated at $12,000, but the RRRG has only $10,400 in its checking account. While 
some of the loss is apparently covered by insurance, the amount of reimbursement 
has not yet been determined, Tittle told the Board. 

On May 15, the Rocky Ridge Repeater Group voted to budget $12,000 for 
replacement of the antenna system. “Funds for replacement of the antenna must be 
expended now in order to allow manufacturing lead time so the antenna are ready to 
the placed on the tower when it is available,” Tittle said. 

Dick Brown, KT6X, a director of the RRRG, said he did not expect the 265-foot 
tall tower to be ready for installation of MDARC antennas until August. 

The Board, at the urging of Gansz, stipulated that just as soon as the new tower 
is erected and club antenna are mounted, RRRG will undertake a timely and com-: 
prehensive survey of coverage by all of the repeater systems and make adjustments 
as necessary to assure that the system can be heard as designed. 

Gansz said he wanted the plan for determining coverage on all of the repeaters 
in place before equipment is mounted. 

“The repeater system is one of the main reasons why people join MDARC and 
the RRRG. Without the system functioning at peak, members become disenchanted. 
Our aim is to have systems that provide excellent coverage, and allow the club to 
operate at full efficiency during public service events,” Tittle said. He noted that 
some public service events this season required the club to use facilities owned by 
others in order to provide the coverage and service necessary. 

The Board of Directors will endorse the proposal at the June meeting. 


duly 21 Event Will Be Spectacular 


Preparations are swiftly getting underway for the annual club picnic to be held at 
Concord’s Baldwin Park on Sunday, July 21. The Board of Directors has approved 
a ticket structure of $4.00 per person, and $2.50 for children under 12. There will 
be no charge for toddlers 3 and under. 

It is open to all 
members, and paying guests are welcome. 

George Roush, who starts planning the MDARC picnic in August, and starts 
announcements in September of the previous year, told the Board at its May 15 
meeting that he believed the same cook crew as last year would agree to prepare the 
picnic meal.

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The New Ham: Working Public Service Events

This is directed at the “New Ham” regarding public service events. 
You've gone through the torture of studying for the exam(s) and pass- 
ing your test to get your first ticket. What a great feeling! Then you go 
out and get your first radio. Now what? You have experimented around 
making contacts on various repeaters arid working some simplex. 
You are rapidly making all kinds of new friends. You knew that this 
was going to be fun, but, you just didn’t know how much! 

Maybe you've been thinking about working one of the public ser- 
vice events, but just aren’t sure if you're ready to do it. One thing that 
I've learned about this great hobby is that 99% of the Hams out there 
are ready and willing to assist you and give you advice anytime you 
ask. I personally have never been involved in a hobby as fun as this 
one. If you think that you’d like to work a public service event but have 
been a little gun shy because you think you might screw something 
up, forget that thought right now. Go ahead and contact one of the 
coordinators for an event and let them know you’re interested in 
working their event. Even if they have all their positions filled, you 
could always “shadow” one of the operators around to “get the hang 
of it”. 

What should you bring to the event? Use the following as a- 
check list: 1) Your radio 2) Spare batteries (make sure they are fully 
charged! Many people also carry a battery pack that will take “AA” 
batteries just in case) 3) Pens/Pencils 4) Something to take notes on 
(’ve found that the small spiral binder types are great) 5) something to 
drink (many times youare stuck far away from any place to get a drink 
and talking a lot can give you a case of the “cotton mouth”) 6) asnack 
(trail mix is good) 7) a mag mount antenna (you may be asked to ride 
in a SAG vehicle. This is a car/truck that rides around the event for 
one reason or another. Many times, a “rubber duck” just won't get 
out well enough.) 8) A remote mike for your HT can come in handy. 
9) Many locations are very noisy. You may have several people asking 
you questions. An ear plug or ear phone is very helpful. 10) If you 
have an extendable whip antenna for your HT, bring it along. You 
never know when you'll need the extra gain for hard to get out of 
locations. 

O.K., you've got all your supplies, you’ve contacted the coordina- 
tor and scheduled yourself for an event. Plan to arrive at least 15 
minutes early. They are counting on you to be there on time. Any- 


way, if you are early, you can always socialize with the other hams. | 
get a kick out of “eye ball QSO’s” with friends that I’ve met on the air. 
You can discuss the event, ask questions that maybe you didn’t want 
to ask on the air or just generally get comfortable with what is ex- 
pected of you. Make sure and hunt down the coordinator, check in 
and find out what frequencies you will be working. Sometimes you 
will be working simplex for some events or working through one of 
the repeaters for larger runs/walks/rides. The coordinator will assign 
you your position and tell you who you will be shadowing. 

The coordinator will probably also assign you a tactical call. This 
call makes it easier for everyone to know where you are. All traffic is 
to be run through the net control, which is usually the event coordi- 
nator. Do not contact other field stations without requesting permis- 
sion form net control. Net control is there to make sure everything 
runs smoothly. If you need to contact another station, the following is 
how you might do it. 


REST 1: Net Control, Rest 1 

NET CONTROL: Rest 1 this is Net Control 

REST 1: Net Control, I have traffic for SAG1 

NET CONTROL: Go ahead and contact SAG1 and pass your traffic 
(he will probably add his call sign) 

REST 1: Sag], Rest1 

SAGI1: Rest] this is Sag1, go ahead 

REST1: I have a runner that needs to be picked up and 

returned to the start line (pass whatever traffic you have) 

SAGI1: (Sag 1 will acknowledge your traffic) 

REST1: Rest1, back to Net Control 


You see, you are using the standard radio practices that you are 
already using accept you are using your tactical call. Remember, you 
must also identify you station call every 10 minutes or at the end of 
your transmission! 

Working these public service events are very interesting.and re- 
warding. You not only get the opportunity to learn proper traffic 
handling but it gives you a chance to give something back to your 
community. Remember, you are representing MDARC and the hobby 
as a whole. Enjoy yourself. Take a look at which events are coming up 
and sign up. You won't regret it!
